tender of the validity, of their Laws, than to leave them ror-

Eſpecially when they draw ſuch: Inferences. and Conſe- 


quences as could not poſſibly ſo much as. enter into the Minds and 


Cogitations of the Law- makers, when they enacted and made 


2 Statute. 


And this 15. ſo clear a truth, and den to erery Man 


that has but common ſence, that more needs not be ſaid to it. 


For it would be of mo#t dreadful Conſequence, that the Statutes 
ſhould be ſo flexible as to be made a Noſe of Wax of, to ſtand 
this way one day, and that Way another, Jaib as Mr. Con{ Cquence- | 


maker is feed to ſer them. 


The Diſſenters (for their Money) might find cunning Law- 


yers enough, pechaps, to defeat the Act of Uniformity, and 
Repeall it, if far-feteb d Inferences and Conſequences would do the 
Feat.
